HEBER — The Strawberry 
Reservoir will be open to fish- 
ing again this year. 

Owners and controllers of 
the lake, the Strawberry Wat- 
erusers Association has 
decreed it, agreeing to meet 
the sanitary requirements as 
set down by the Utah State 
Board of Health. 

The waterusers met with all 
interested agencies, including 
the Wasatch County and State 
of Utah Boards of Health 
there Wednesday and agreed 
to increase sanitation facili- 
ties at the lake to take care of 
the opening-day throng on 
June 6. 

It had been suggested, as a 
result of department of health 
surveys, that the lake be 
closed until such sanitation 
facilities were provided. 

The users assured the state 
and county health officials 
that they would have at least 
one toilet facility per every 
100 fishermen who are at the 
lake. 

Dr. Larry Duke, chairman 
of the Wasatch County health 
board, conducted the hearing. 

Health officials pointed out 
ihat certain minimums were 
presented to the camp opera- 
tors as far as restaurant and 
sanitation requirements were 
concerned and that they 
would nail a “closed” sign on 
{hose camps which did not 
comply. 

The waterusers, represented 
by Art Finnley, president, 
said that if the camp owners 


-ated by the Strawberry Wat-

didn't meet all requirements 
they would have their licenses 
lifted — even for this season. 

The Forest Service reported 
it has its own campground at 
Bryant's Point — space for 
about 60 parking spurs. Regu- 
lar Forest Service user fees 
will be charged for these and 
they are separate from the 
regular campgrounds, oper- 


erusers Association. 


Finnley said that the users 
have lost money on the camp- 
ground operation each year. 
They took in about $5,000 last 
season. They also collected 
about $12,000 in boat fees. 

However, he said that with 
the lease arrangements on the 
property the users made a, 
35 per cent profit foc the year 
—and this amounted to about 
$12,000. 

"Every business is entitled 
to a profit,” he said. 

Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment officials reported that 
the bid for the dam will be 
opened this fall and that it 
will take about three years to 
build the new dam. It will 
take another four years to | 
bring the water up to where 
the camps will be moved — | 
that is seven years away. 

In the meantime the state 


-health authorities have said 


that the lake can only be op- 
erated as a fishing and recre- 
ation place if the waterusers 
maintain the prescribed 
standards for health and sani- 
tation. 

The meeting was a peaceful 
one. And that hasn't always | 
been the case with the Straw-

Lawsuit Filed 


In Strawberry 
Fish Squabble 


Strawberry Water Users 
Association, through its attorney 
Dave McMullin, today was filing 
suit in Wasatch County against 
the State of Utah and the Utah 
State Division of Wildlife 
Resources in a dispute which 
has been going on for two years. 

The argument over who is 
responsible for care of facilities 
for the estimated 20,000 
fishermen who use Strawberry 
Reservoir exploded into the open 


this summer when the Water 
Users Association removed 
restrooms around the reservoir. 

The civil suit being filed in 
Wasatch County claims that on 
June 3, 1971, the water users, by 
a written agreement, leased to 
the Division of Wildlife 
Resources the Strawberry 
Reservoir and 48,000 acres of 
land for the sum of $2000. The 
lease extended to April 1, 1972. 

By virtue of that agreement 
and lease, the Divsion of Wildlife 
Resources took possession and 
occupation of the reservoir and 
has continued to hold possession, 
despite the fact that the lease 
has now been terminated, the 
complaint states. 


The complaint charges that ' 
from April 1, 1972, to the pre- | 


sent, the DWR has stripped the 
spawn from fish in the reservoir, 
well knowing that they should 
not do so by law, and without the 


: permission of the association. 


In a second cause of action, the 
water users claim the DWR has 
refused to give up possession of 
the lands and structures and 
continues to hold them without 
permission of the plaintiff. 


The water users ask the court 


to give them judgment for the | 


reasonable value of spawn 
stripped from the fish from April 
1 to the present time.

The complaint asks that the 
amount due for damages be 
trebled, plus interest and cost of 
the suit.
